2. The following new grounds of rejections are necessitated by Applicant's amendment 
filed 5-27-03. 

3. Claims 49-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Applicant has no support for the newly added claim language drawn to an antibody which 
binds specifically to a epitope consisting of amino acid number 33 to 46, in the originally filed 
claims or specification. 

4. Claims 61-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 61-62 are drawn to antibody products, however they depend upon a method 
claim. Correction is required.
